Bridge maintenance funding in doubt

If Congress decides to cut off funding for 
“rail-trail” projects, maintaining the Old Chain 
of Rocks Bridge after it’s turned into a pedes- 
trian trail could be difficult 

The Old Chain of Rock Bridge project 
already has Intermodal Surface Transportation 
Efficiency Act (ISTEA) grant money, and will 
use the funds to help open the bridge next 
September. 

The problem lies in maintaining the bridge 
once it’s open, said Lou Mavros, project direc- 
tor for the Chain of Rocks bridge. 

“We'll have to maintain it like any other 
bridge ... and we need all the funding we can 
get,” he said. The project’s organizers would 
like to have more grant money 

Last week, the Washington, D.C.-based Rails- 
to-Trails Conservacy placed the Chain of Rocks 
project on its 10 most endangered projects list. 
The 10 projects, most in eastern states, would 
turn abandoned railroad lines into. pedestrian

Nuclear workers will perform on-site review 


An independent team of 
about 20 nuclear industry Pp! 
fessionals have begun prelimi- 
nary work in preparation for 
an intense evaluation of the 
Clinton Power Station. 

On-site reviews begin Mon- 
day and will last approximate- 
ly four weeks. 

The Clinton plant provides 
between 20 to 25 percent of Ili- 
pois Power’s capacity; said IP 
spokeswoman Shirley Swar- 
thout. At any given time, pow- 
er from the Granite City Jour- 
nal coverage area can be 
supplied by the Clinton plant. 

illinois Power ordered the 
Integrated Safety Assessment 
in response to the Nuclear 
Commission’s 
(NRC) request for a complete 
diagnostic inspection of the 
Clinton station. 

Illinois Power Senior Vice 
President John Cook, the utili- 
ty’s senior nuclear officer, said 
the assessment is comparable 
to a thorough head-to-toe phys- 
ical on the power station. 


“In the past, Clinton has had 
a solid history of good perfor- 
mance,”’ Cook said. ‘‘That per- 
formance has declined. 

“The ISA team will be 
looking for ways to improve 
Clinton’s performance and 
raise our own internal stan- 
dards. This evaluation will 
help assure that plant systems 
are in top shape, that our pro- 
gram and procedures are in 
order and that our organization 
can perform at the highest 
Standards,” he said. 

The Integrated Safety 
Assessment Team will com- 
pare Clinton Power Station’s 
performance against the nucle- 
ar industry’s best practices. 

Inspectors wale assess 
strengths and weaknesses and 
Provide suggestions for 
improving the plant’s opera- 
tion, maintainance, engincer- 
ing, support and management.

Over the course of the 
assessment, Nuclear Regulato- 
ry Commission officials will 
observe the independent 
team’s work and review the 
inspection team’s findings. A 
report from the NRC is expec- 
ted in mid-December and will 
be available to the public.

“Definitely, the carbon mon- 
oxide detector did its job,” 
Ladd said. 

The hi i in the base- 
ment is lieved to have been 
caused by a faulty hot water 
heater, Ladd said. Other dan- 
gerous levels in the [house 
were: 38 parts per million in 
the living room, 34 in the 
kitchen and 31 in the living 
room. 

Carbon monoxide levels on 

second of the home 


were considerably lower, 
although still dangerous. One 
bedroom had 17 parts per mil- 
lion, another showed 12 and 
the third was 9. Both bath- 
rooms had a level of 12. 
Although the readings on the 
second floor were lower than 
on the first floor, the second 
floor is where firefighters rec- 
ommend carbon monoxide 
detectors be placed. That way, 
people sleeping can be alerted. 
“Carbon monoxide is a silent 
Killer,” Ladd said. “It’s odor- 
less, colorless and tasteless. If 
you're asleep, you never wake 
up.”*

Mitchell offers enough to get in the game 


Some things Mitchell has, and some 
things it has not. 

It has a name. It has people, mostly 
good, and like other towns, some bad. 
It has houses, a few businesses, a 
school and a firehouse or two. It also 
has farmland, railroads, highways and 
interstates. 

It even has a place in history. It’s 
easy to find a reproduction of an old 
Route 66 map these days. It still 
appears on many modern maps. West 
of Edwardsville and north of Granite 
City, there it is. 

Or is it? 

Mitchell has no city hall, no police 
department; and the fire department is 
volunteer. It has no city charter, and 
no definite boundaries established. The 
school is there, but it’s part of another 
district. A post office is\there, but with- 
out its own ZIP code. 3 

It has no mayor, and no official rep- 
resentative of any kind; nor any official 
population. 


SOUND OFF! 


One more thing Mitchell does have is 
land. And everybody else — from Rox- 
ana to Hartford to Edwardsville to 
Pontoon Beach to Granite City — would 
like to have some of it. 

Now that the Gateway Commerce 
Center is planned at Highway 111 and 
Interstate 270, those cities want Mitch- 
ell’s land bad 

However, MitcheJl exists — be it a 
town, city, vil'age, whatever — and 
cannot be divided up for the interests 
of the surrounding communities. 


Ask an acquaintance where they’re 
from, and if they say ‘Mitchell’ what 
comes to mind?

Since the entity exists, then it also 
deserves a chance to determine its own 
fate.

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PBS to spotlight historic house 


A historic house on St. Louis 
Street will star in a new televi- 
sion documentary about the 
Illinois architect who studied 
with Frank Lloyd Wright and 
later designed Australia’s 
national capitol at Canberra 

Walter Burley Griffin, the 
subject of a new book and the 
documentary, left his mark in 
Edwardsville’ by designing the 
Ralph Griffin House for his 
brother. It went up across the 
street from Hadley House, 
which belonged to his wife's 
family. 

“It’s one of the best exam- 
ples before 1910 of Griffin’s use 
of the Prairie School style,’” 
said television producer Alison 
Davis of WILL-TV-12 in 
Urbana. 

“Until 1910, he was using a 
style influenced by Wright, and 
then he became more abstract 
This home was built in 1909,"’ 
Davis said. 

Davis, who is working with 
University of Illinois architec- 
tural historian and author Paul 
Kuty on the documentary, said 
historians are taking a fresh 
look at Griffin outside of 
Wright’s shzidow. 

“People need to know there 
is another famous Illinois 
architect besides Frank Lloyd 


Wright,” she said. 

The documentary, including 
shots of the library Griffin 
designed in Anna, will be 
shown nationally on PRS in the 
fall of 1998. No time and date 
have been set. 

The one hour film will be a 
companion piece to a docu- 
mentary program about 
Wright by Ken Burns, who has 
done similar documentaries 
about the Civil War and the 
American game of baseball, 
among other subjects 

The Griffin House will help 
show Griffin’s special vision, 
Davis said. 

“His use of split levels was 
ahead of its time,” she said, as 
evidenced by the stairs and 
Separate spaces throughout the 
house, now owned by Rich and 
Mary Berry 

Rich Berry grew up loving 
the geometric windows and 
separate room levels after hi 
parents moved into the he 
in 1961. He bought the house 
five years sgo because he 
cowd not leave 

“We've been working on it 
the last three years to restore 
it to its original condition,” 
Berry said. “It’s a very com 
fortable house to live in.” 

His 2-year-old daughter, 


Katherine, has filled one room 
with toys. His wife, Mary 
Mioux-Berry, medical director 
of the physical rehabilitation 
unit in sub-acute care at St 
Clare’s Hospital, is liking the 
house better, he said 

“I like all the windows and 
all the geometric designs. It is 
not butterflies or wheat or all 
that,” Berry said 

The clean design makes dec- 
orating difficult — it’s hard to 
add anything — and the family 
probably lives a little more 
carefully to avoid damage to 
the windows and woodwork, he

Griffin's ‘style emphasized 
the harmeny of buildings and

universitirs.

Area paradise for autumn hikers

When the smothering heat of 
summer finally gives way to 
ideal fall days, many people in 
the St. Louis are stop talking 
about the weather and start 
spending more time outdoors 
enjoying it. 

They tie on hiking boots or 
comfortable walking shoes, fill 
their water bottles, pack a 
lunch and let their two feet 
lead them through neighbor- 
hoods, parks, woodland trails 
and other favorite places. 
Depending on their mood, time 
and energy, they may ramble 
about for less than an hour or 
backpack for several days into 
remote corners of the Ozark 
wilderness 

They may be hiking in 
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OUTDOORS 


search of birds, flora and fau- 
na, or they may be venturing 
into the woods to take a closer 
look at themselves. They may 
hike for their health or just for 
the fun of it 

Whatever the reason, the St 
Louis area alone offers dozens 
of hiking trails through city, 
county and state parks. Drive 
a few hours in almost any 
direction and the choices 
become almost overwhelming. 
For beginner or marathoner, 
the St. Louis area is a hiker’s 
dream 

The Journal asked a variety 
of hikers to recommend some 
of their favorite places 

Here are some of those rec- 
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ommendations: 

Robert Rubright, who has 
achieved some celebrity with 
his book, “Walks and Rambles 
in and around St. Louis,” rec- 
ommends the Powder Valley 
Conservation Nature Center in 
Kirkwood for beginners. The 
paths are paved and the lon- 
gest hike is only 1.5 miles, but 
they're hilly enough to provide 
aerobic exercise, he said 

For a flat walk, Francis 
Park in south St. Louis is “a 
walker’s paradise. Many peo- 
ple who've lived in St. Louis 
all their lives don’t know about 
it,’” Rubright said 

In addition, Rubright recom- 
mends Laumeier Sculpture 
Park in South County, where 
he said the 2-1/2-mile hike 
should be spectacular in the 
fall. He also likes the 4-1/2- 
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mile oval trail through Queeny 
Park in West County, a trail 
which he says has everything 
from wildlife to the Dog Muse- 
um. 

“It’s the only place I know 
where people strut their dogs, 
hoping they’ll be discovered,” 
Rubright said. 

For those who want to drive 
a ways, there’s the 3-mile hike 
in the John M. Olin Nature 
Preserve in Godfrey, Ill. 

“It’s absolutely ideal,” Rub- 
right said. The trail runs along 
the Mississippi River and also 
through upland forest, bottom 
lands and past a waterfall. 

Ben Knox, who plans and 
leads a variety of hikes for the 
St. Louis County Department 
of Parks and Recreation, 
points out that hikers can 
choose from paved trails,

The railroad also channeled 
its storm water and sewer 
limes into the oil-water separa- 
tor, which then discharged the 
pollutants and wastes into a 
tributary to the Cahokia Canal, 
according to Grace’s office. 

The canal flows into the Mis- 
sissippi. 

In 1992, a_ consultant advised 
Terminal Railroad of these 
environmental violations. The 
corporation failed to notify the 





responsible authorities as 
required by law. The corpora- 
tion also continued to dis- 
charge the pollutants until 
April 14, 1994, when the IEPA 
discovered the discharges after 
receiving an anonymous com- 
plaint. 

IEPA is supervising Termi- 
nal’s cleanup of the contami- 
nated site. 

On the first count for 
dicharging pollutants without a 
permit, Terminal Railroad fac- 
es a maximum fine of the 
greater amount of $500,000; 
$50,000 per day of violation; or 
twice the gross gain or loss 


from the offense. 

On the second count for fail- 
ure to report an oil discharge 
to emergency response authori- 
ties, the corporation faces a 
maximum fine of the greater 
amount of $500,000 or twice the 
gross gain or loss from the 
offense.

“Those are fines the court can 


impose regardless of etd 
agreement. they reach wit 
us.

What landed Cox in trouble 
with Wannstedt was not. simply 
unsportsmanlike conduct 
enalties midway through the 
ourth quarter of Monday 
night’s game, but also his 
childish temper tantrum alon 
the sideline once Wannstedt 
pulled him from the game. 

What has Cox still in trouble 
with the NFL is his late hit to 
the back of the head of the 
Packers’ Adam Timmerman.

insurance companies is uninsured motorist 
coverage. An uninsured motorist provision 
under an automobile policy is designed to 
provide insurance in the event that the 
insured person is injured due to the negli- 
gence of another driver where the “at fault” 
driver had no insurance coverage on an his 
vehicle. 

One question that arises in these cases is 
whether the uninsured motorist coverage will 
apply if the “at fault” driver causes the acci- 
dent but flees the scene of the accident. If the 
police are unable to identify the defendant in 
a case of this nature, can the plaintiff recover 
under his uninsured motorist provision in his 
own policy? 

In one recent case, a woman and her 
daughter (the plaintiffs) were traveling west 
on a two-lane highway. A driver (the defen- 
dant) coming in the opposite direction 
swerved across the center line headed into 
the path of the plaintiffs. The plaintiff driver 
swerved her car to avoid the accident and 
crashed into a guard rail. According to the 
plaintiff driver, her vehicle collided with the 
defendant before she hit the guard rail. How- 
ever, the police report indicated that there

The defendant continued down the highway 
and never stopped at the scene of the acci- 
dent. Therefore, the police report had no indi- 
cation as to the name of the defendant. The 
plaintiff driver in this case sustained neck and 
back injuries and the plaintiff passenger broke 
her leg and her arm in this accident. The 
question in this case was whether the plain- 
tiffs could recover under the uninsured motor- 
ist provision in the plaintiff driver’s policy 
since it was obvious that there would never 
be recovery from the defendant 

lilinois law provides that for a plaintiff to 
recover under the uninsured motorist provi 
sion in his own policy, there must be a colli- 
sion between the vehicles. If the plaintiff 
driver in this case simply swerved to avoid the 
accident and never collided with the defen- 
dant, the plaintiff could not recover uninsured 
motorist benefits. However, if there was a col- 
lision. between the vehicles, this coverage 
would be applicable. The rationale for this 
requirement is so that the plaintiff in a case of 
this nature will not “set up” an accident and 
perpetrate a fraud on the insurance company. 
Therefore, the case noted above will turn on 
whether or not the vehicles actually collided.
